G.S.R. 624 (E).—The following Proclamation by the 
President is published for general information ;— 

Whereas, 1, Neelam Sunjiva Reddy, President of India, 
have received a report from the Governor of the Slate of 
Manipur and after considering the report and other informa¬ 
tion received by me, I am satisfied that a sb nation has arisen 
in which, the Government of lhaL State cannot be carried on 
in accordance with the provisions of the Constitution of 
India (hereinafter referred to as “the Constitution’'); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by article 356 of the Constitution and of all other powers 
enabling me in that behalf, L hereby proclaim that J.— 

(a) assume to myself as President of India all functions 
of the Government of the said State and all poweis 
vested in or exercisable by the Governor of 
that State;

Provided that nothing herein shall affect the provisions 
of article 153, articles 155 to 159, (both inclu¬ 
sive), article 299 and article 361 and paragraph® 
1 to 4 (both inclusive) of the Second Schedule or 
prevent the President from acting under sub- 
clause (i) of this clause to such extent as he 
thinks fit through the Governor of the said State; 

(v) any reference in th c Constitution to Acts or Laws 
of or made by the Legislature of the State shall 
be construed as including a reference to Acts or 
Laws made, in exercise of the powers of the 
Legislature of the Stale, by Parliament by virtue 
of this Proclamation , or by the President or other 
authority referred to in sub-clause (a) of clause 
(1) of article 357 of the Constitution, and so 
much of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 
1897), as applies to State Laws, shall have effect 
in relation to any such Act or Law as if it were 
an Act of the Legislature of the State*
